"There  must  be  no  room  for  rivalry  and  personal  vanity  among 
you,  but  you  must  humbly  reckon  others  better  than  yourselves.  Look 
to  each  other's  interest  and  not  merely  to  your  own." 

Phil.  2:3  and  4 

World  leaders,  sociologist,  psycologists,  educationists,  parents, 
student  leaders,  etc.  continually  warn  us  that  society  is  in  a  state  of 
flux,  change  or  upheaval.  No  person  would  deny  this  truth.  Many 
times  there  have  been  changes  that  have  resulted  in  better  working 
conditions,  better  living  conditions  and  generally  improvements  in 
society. 

But  one  of  the  changes  that  is  taking  place  in  society  and  educa- 
tion is  not  worthy  of  commendation.  I  refer  to  RESPECT  or  rather 
to  the  lack  of  it. 

Glaring  examples  are  the  present  conflicts  in  Ireland  and  the 
Middle  East.  Closer  to  home  are  the  violent  hatreds  of  blacks  and 
whites  in  United  States.  Still  closer  is  the  lack  of  respect  of  athlete 
for  scholar  in  our  own  school  system.  Why  shouldn't  an  honour 
student  receive  the  same  applause  or  respect  as  an  athlete  or  dramatic 
actress?  Why  shouldn't  a  music  student  be  treated  with  respect  if  he 
plays  his  best  in  an  auditorium  programme. 

Each  of  us  is  different.  We  have  different  abilities,  ideas,  reli- 
gious views,  customs,  personalities,  appearances,  etc..  But  surely  we 
must  all  respect  "the  other  guy"!  It  would  be  a  "terribly"  monot- 
onous world  if  we  were  all  the  same! 

Finally,  let  me  as  Principal  of  S.C.I.  &  T.S.  thank  the  staff  and 
students  for  all  their  work  concerning  the  production  of  another  Ad 
Astra.  Congratulations  for  your  good  work.

Guidance  may  be  defined  as  the  process  of  helping  in- 
dividuals to  assess  their  abilities  and  liabilities  and  to  use  that 
knowledge  effectively. 

This  year  ,  a  great  percentage  of  that  help  was  offered  by 
the  staff  of  the  Guidance  Department  consisting  of  Mr.  David 
Smith  as  the  Head,  Mrs.  Betty  Murray,  Miss  Joan  Mitchell, 
Mrs.  Delia  Simpson,  Mr.  Gavin  Hall,  Mr.  John  Scott,  and  Mr. 
Frank  Ditta. 

During  a  counselling  period,  the  counsellor  attempts  to: 
assist  the  student  to  understand  and  accept  himself  as  an 
individual;  i.e.  self -awareness;  furnish  personal  and  environ- 
mental information  to  the  student  regarding  his  plans,  choices 
or  problems;  seek  to  develop  in  the  student,  a  greater  ability 
to  cope  with  and  solve  problems,  whether  they  be  questions 
regarding  his  high  school  programme,  post-secondary  institu- 
tion or  personal  social  problems. 

The  frequency  of  interviews  depends  on  the  individual 
and  the  amount  of  counselling  he  requires.  Grade  9  students 
are  givei  r«  tine  intei  fk  i 1  te  b  fii  i  -  i  hi  fern  to 
help  with  their  orientation.  They  are  urged  to  request  an  inter- 
view at  anytime  they  feel  one  is  necessary.  After  Grade  9,  then 
Grades  10,  11  and  1 2  are  done  in  order.  However,  all  students 
are  urged  to  request  an  interview  at  anytime  throughout  the 
school  year  and  these  request  interviews  take  up  about  60%  of

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The  function  of  Geography  in  school  is  to  train  future 
citizens  to  imagine  accurately  the  conditions  of  the  great 
world  stage  so  that  they  may  think  sanely  about  political  and 
social  problems  of  the  world. 

The  geography  that  is  taught  to  students  must  be  the 
geography  of  geographers,  even  though  it  be  often  elementary 
and  always  carefully  selected.  It  must  recognize  the  physical 
and  human  aspects  of  geography  as  well  as  the  economic  and 
keep  a  balance  between  them. 

A  new  course  being  introduced  this  fall  is  that  of 
"Economic  Geography".  This  course  is  not  meant  to  be  a 
course  in  economics  but  basically  a  description,  discussion, 
and  analysis  of  the  natural  resources  of  the  world  and  their 
varying  degrees  of  use  and  misuse  as  it  is  occurring  in  the  20th 
Century.  The  student  will  be  presented  with  problems  associated 
with  natural  resources,  exhaustion,  pollution,  etc.  and  these 
problems  will  be  discussed  and  alternatives  will  be  presented. 
Also,  other  varieties  of  thought-provoking  problems  in 
economic  geography  will  be  diagnosed  in  lieu  of  a  logical 
solution  to  a  specific  problem.  Field  trips  to  local  industries 
and  resource  industries  are  among  a  few  of  the  many  trips 
taken  in  this  new  course. 

By  excluding  exams  from  the  curriculum  emphasis  is 
mainly  on  tests,  assignments  and  research  papers
